Tighten up 


Pres should take a pay cut

Premier Ralph Klein called for 
top university administrators and 
presidents to reconsider the large 
amounts they’re making in the con- 
text of recessionary Alberta. 

Klein made the comments in a 
“One on One with Premier Ralph” 
at the provincial Progressive Con- 
servative party’s annual convention 
this weekend. Conservative del- 
egates had the opportunity to 
present the premier with their con- 
cerns at the session. 

“We have said tO 
universities...that perhaps they can 
do what the government itself has 
done. First to reduce the salaries of 
senior officials, cabinet ministers by 
five per cent, roll back salaries of 
deputy ministers by five per cent, 
to continue the freeze on MLA sala- 
ries, and to continue the freeze on 
salaries of mid-management people 
within the public service,” said 
Klein. 

Klein said he has told University 
presidents, hospital presidents and 
school board superintendents, 
“who by the way, for the most part, 
especially in the big cities, make a 
lot more money than [as premier of 
this province could ever hope to 
make...don’t put it on the backs of 
the employees, don’t put it on the 
backs of the students, but look at 
your own salary. Maybe you can 
cut your salary by five per cent.” 

Klein publicly commended the 
superintendent of the Foothills 
school district, who recently took a 
five per cent pay cut, and the new 
president of the Banff School of Fine 
Arts; who did the same,” following 
exactly the government’s plan.” 

“Now if the president of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta is listening, and 
the president of the University of 
Calgary is listening, and the subse-

As part of a national initiative to 
reduce the number practicing medi- 
cal doctors, the University of Alberta 
is reducing its quota for the MD 
programme. 

The Board of Governors passed a 
motion Friday which will reduce 
the quota from its current 118 posi- 
tions to 102 positions over two years. 
Two positions above the quota 
which are reserved for students of 
aboriginal ancestry will remain. 

Dean of Medicine Doug Wilson 
said the reduction will not affect 
students hoping to enter medicine. 

“We have so many applicants 
now in relation to the number of 
avaiiable positions that it won’t 
change the cut off line.” 

The cut off to enter medical school 
fluctuates year to year between a

quent school board superintendents 
are listening, we'll all get along just 
fine,” added Klein. 

“Without a doubt educaiion is 
the key to economic development. 
We place tremendous emphasis on 
post-secondary education, but 
we've had to tell post-secondary 
institutions this year we can’t in- 
crease your grants,” Kleinalsosaid, 
adding that his government would 
like to remove any present barriers 
which reduce the efficiency of de- 
livering quality education to stu- 
dents. 

Later at a press conference, Klein 
was uncertain as to what should be 


done about specific government | 


policies with regard to post-second- 
ary education. 

Klein said the 20 per cent cap on 
the student-paid element of tuition 
is under discussion. 

“First of all we would like to see 
how much support there is for that 
kind of a proposition. Then again, 
some of the universities are saying 
‘give us the flexibility to determine 
fees and so on.’ We would like to 
look at that, and that, along witha 
number of other issues relative to 
post-secondary education, are on 
the table.” 

Klein said a review of the student 
loan programme is also being ex- 
amined. 

The convention’s theme was 
“Home Improvement” and Klein 
stressed the party was putting a 
new face on the politics of Alberta. 

“We're coming out from under the 
dome and reaching out to Albertans.” 


GPA of 7.5 and 8. 

Wilson said Canada is in a posi- 
tion where we could have too many 
doctors. 

“The concern has been nation- 
ally that the numbers of doctors has 
increased much more rapidly than 
the population has.” 

Wilson said in Canada the goal is 
ensure that all medicine graduates 
can work as doctors. 

“There are countries where en- 
trance into medical school is not 
particularly restricted, but those 
who graduate have no assurance 
that they will be able to practice.” 

Islam Mohamed, Communica- 
tions officer for the Medical Stu- 
dents’ Association said the quota 
reduction was a good idea for stu- 
dents. Mohamed said it is more 
appropriate to have the competi- 
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tion at the entrance to medical 
school, not aftera student has gradu- 
ated from medicine. 

“When I got into medical school 


Ithought the competition was over. 
But instead of competing against 
undergraduate students, in two 
years I’ll be competing against 


doctors? Med quotas reduced 


medical school graduates for resi- 
dency positions, and that competi- 
tion is much fiercer.” 


Assault centre goes ahead

The quest to establish a sexual 
assault centre on campus will be 
realised by September 1993. 

Funding from the University of 
Alberta administration has come 
through forone part-time employee 
torun the centre. A proposal for the 
centre had asked for $75,295 for the 
first year, however the allocated 
monies, while not yet finalised, are 
only about a third of the requested 
amount. 


VP student services Lois Stanford 
was pleased tosee the funding come 
through. 

“There’s not as much as the com- 
mittee had hoped we could pro- 
vide, but we are going to be able to 
fund a half-time person starting in 
September.” 

The funding isnota commitment 
for the long term, but only for one 
year. Stanford said the funding will 
allow the centre to be established 
and have one year to pursue fund- 


ing to keep the centre running in 
future years. Stanford said she 
hoped reallocation of funds within 
the university and external finan- 
cial support would keep the centre 
running after next year. 

“T think this is a marvellous ini- 
tiative, and something that the Uni- 
versity should be doing I’m very 
pleased that we were able toat least 
get it started for September 1993.”

Devoted prof gives back to community

Thomas Nelson isn’t short on 
ideas for helping others. 

In fact, he does it practically by 
nature, and his education and ex- 
perience certainly give him ample 
prerequisites to know how. 

The Professor Emeritus of Psy- 
chology is currently working on a 
Microcompanion system which is 
designed to help elderly people 
who wantto remain in their homes. 
He says primary caregivers may 
not have enough time to help those 
confined to their homes. 

The aid would perform day-to- 


day functions and provide remind- 


ers of things to do, emergency func- - 


tions and inspirational messages, 
among many other things. 

“A disembodied person can’t do 
everything a real person can do; it 
can’t open cans, but on the other 
hand, it can do a lot of things that 
an ordinary person can’t do be- 
cause they’re made of biological 
materials. For example it never 
rests, it doesn’t need to sleep...it 
never forgets. It’s always patient. It 
always has a good mood. It also 
has more time to give toa person,” 
says Nelson. 
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But this wouldn’t be an omni- 
presentcomputer voice in the back- 
ground of Grandma’s house, as a 
familiar voice is programmed into 
the machine. 

He’salso working with Disabled 
Student Services to examine light- 
ing and access on campus, and has 
appeared as an expert witness 
about lighting. 

Nelson says research for projects 
like the Microcompanion are hard 
to get funding for in these tough 
times. 

“It’s a really tough thing to doin 
Canada because Canada doesn’t 
invest much in research and devel- 
opment.” 

Nelson first came to the Univer- 
sity of Alberta in 1964, after he 
completed his doctorate in psychol- 
ogy at Michigan State University. 
He chose Alberta from among his job 
offers because of its unique benefits. 

“] felt I could be more indepen- 
dent in what I did; steer my own 
canoe if you like... I also liked the 
character of Alberta. I thought it 
would be a nice place to raise a 
family.” 

Nelson led the Psychology de- 
partment for 18 years, and has re- 
ceived numerous awards in recog- 
nition of his work, including one 
which recognises people who have 
used their knowledge for public 
good. 

Heremembers the good old days 
of Alberta when there was money 
to go around, and says he is sad- 
dened by thestate the University isin 
now. 

“I’ve seen a lot of good people

Ninu Gill flips through the black 
job binder in CaPS, looking for a 
summer job or a real job or some- 
thing to put his Science degree to 
use. 

He'll take anything. 

Gill and his job-search compan- 
ion Helen Pappas are just two of 
thousands of students looking for 
employmentand wonderingifthey 
have what it takes to get the good 
jobs. 

Pappas said she had no trouble 
finding job postings. 

“Ym finding more than] thought 
I'd find, but who knows who they'll 
hire?” 

Pappas has been working at the 
same job for the past five years and 
has not had the chance to build her 
resume up to truly impressive stan- 
dards. 

“As far as paper is concerned, I 
look really bad. Hopefully with an 
interview you can give more of 
yourself.” 

Gill, who has been working in 
the library while earning his de- 


gree, said his job search skills are a 
little rusty, too. 

“Thaven’t really looked for a job 
for four years. I don’t really like it. 
I guess nobody likes it.” 

Wendy Coffin, director of CaPS, 
said her service does what it can to 
teach students the fine art of find- 
ing a job. 

“This isn’t something that stu- 
dents will do just once. We hope to 
equip them so they become self- 
sufficient at it.” 

Coffin said the University is con- 
centrating more on career prepara- 
tion than it used to, with courses 
such as University 100 in the Fac- 
ulty of Agriculture, Forestry, and 
Home Economics. 

“Part of itdepends onhow much 
the departments and faculties want 
to participate in it... And it de- 
pends on how much the students 
want to make use of the service.” 

Others say the University is not 
doing enough to prepare students 
to find employment. 

“Students aren’t adequately 
equipped to do job searches,” said 
Donald Stewart of the consulting 
firm Stewart, McLeod and Associ- 
ates. Stewart runs workshops to 
teach people how tosell themselves 
on the job market. 

The idea that there are no jobs 
for people with general Arts or 


Science degrees is a myth, said 
Stewart. 

“Progressive organisations are 
always looking for good people,” 
he said. “There are jobs out there. 
Students are not finding them for 
whatever reason.” 

Students have to remember that 
the interviewer is as muchatriskat 
the interviewee, said Stewart. 
Stewart’s workshops cost over 
$100, which he says is a worth- 
while investment given the tens of 
thousands students invest in their 
education. 

Coffin of CaPS said students 
shouldn’t have to pay that much to 
get what they need. 

“The University is providing a 
service for the students so they 
won't have to pay exorbitant 
prices,” she said. “In terms of what 
students need, I think their needs 
are best served here.” 

Pappas and Gill scoffed at the 
idea of paying $100 to learn inter- 
viewing skills. 

“T wouldn’t consider it at all,” 
said Gill. He added that he might 
take advantage of free seminars 
offered at the University. 

Pappas said she would rather 
stay where she was than pay that 
much. 

“1 don’t think so,” she said. “T’ll 
stick with my Bay job.”

Gateway reporter Juliet Williams 
had an exclusive interview with Pro- 
gressive Conservative leadership hope- 
fuland Minister of Environment Jean 
Charest at the annual provincial Tory 
convention this weekend. This is most 
of the interview, which was edited due 
to space restrictions.

Would you be supportive of a 
federal loan system based on in- 
come after graduation, as in pay- 
ment through income tax possi- 
bly? 

I’m open to that. I’ve given it 
some thought. I represent a riding 
that has two universities in it: 
Sherbrooke University and 
Bishop’s University. So I’ve dealt 
with a lot of issues around post- 
secondary education over the 
years, and from different angles, 
having a francophone and 
anglophone university; one young, 
one fairly old.... So on the tuition 
side, I think it’s important to con- 
tinue to maintain a system that of- 
fers access to young people to come 
in. One of the interesting features 
of our post-secondary education 
system is that people have easier 
access to our system than most 
American systems. Where I think 
there is something that has to be 
recognised though, is that young 
people who do get the benefit of 
post-secondary education in our 
country get the best deal they'll 
ever get in their lives. And that 
having benefited from that oppor- 
tunity, there is an onus.on them to 
put some back. Now that may in- 
clude a scheme, and we’re looking 
at this now, where the reimburse- 
ment would be based on income, 


or even community service. I think 
I’dbe ready tolookat enlarging the 
definition, and maybe a concept of 
community service could be in- 
cluded in that.

Do you think there should be 
more opportunity for the average 
Conservative party member to 
participate in the leadership se- 
lection? As it is, it seems to be 
quite an elitist process. Would you 
be in favour of reverting to a one 
member, one vote process? 

Yes, I’m very open to that. We 
watched from a distance the evolu- 
tion of the process here in Alberta, 
and I’ve seen the one in the prov- 
ince of Québec. The first place 
where it happened was in Québec, 
with the Parti Québécois, in 1985, 
with mixed results. Our (federal) 
delegate selection process is also 
fairly democratic, it’s just not, I 
think, as inclusive as the one that 
has a one member, one vote sys- 
tem. I think we'd be well served to 
move to that type of a system, and 
that type of ascheme. How exactly 
ithappens, I’mnotsure, and I think 
we'd want to look at it, because of 
the circumstances of doing it in the 
whole Canadian context. Obvi- 
ously, it would bea challenge from 
the territorial point of view, to 
manage a system like that. 

Something that happened with 
the recent provincial Conserva- 


tive leadership selection was a lot 
of membership selling, and 
people becoming “temporary To- 
ries” so they could vote. Would 
you consider that a problem? 

Well, that happens in the pro- 
cess we have now. It’s going to 
happen. People are going to go out 
there, and they're going to seek 
support and sell memberships to 
be able to become a delegate to go 
to this convention, so it’s going to 
happen one way or the other. I 
guess it happens in another form 
on election day when people are 
called and solicited and asked for 
their support. It may not have the 
same connotation, but it’sthesame 
basic principle...as long asit’s trans- 
parent, and there’s no abuse, I think 
we have to expect that to happen. 

Where do you think the Con- 
servative party's and the federal 
government's emphasis shouldbe 
over the next few years? 

Well, on the economy and how 
this governmentand country work 
are going to be among the issues. 
What!I'd like toseeisa country that 
is going to regain the financial free- 
dom to continue to make the 
choices that we have to in the fu- 
ture for you and I. For people of 
our age what is at stake is our free- 
dom to choose, when you look at 
the financial situation of our coun- 
try. What we'll also want to do is 
continue to build a society that 
overall favours the active partici- 
pation of each of our citizens, and 
that means reaching out to people 
a little more in terms of how we 
allow them to participate fully in 
our society. And the third element 
is preparing a modern country, a 


federation, for the next century. 
That means exploring new areas of 
cooperation, and new ways of 
working together as govern- 
ments... 

Some people have suggested 
that if Kim Campbell were to win 
the leadership selection then the 
Tory party would have an advan- 
tage in the next election because 
she’s a woman. Do you think her 
being a woman plays a very seri- 
ous factor in people’s choice?

A merry-go-round of shuffling 
library parts is moving the grow- 
ing department of Inter-Library 
Loan and Document Delivery Ser- 
vices onto the second floor of 
Cameron. 

The renovations will cost about 
$15,000, said Chief Librarian Ernie 
Ingles who said the timing of the 
renovations is regrettable. The 
renovations started April 1 and will 
last to April 30, smack dab in the 
middle of exams. 

“We tried to get a little of it done 
over the weekend,” said Ingles. He 
said the bulk of the noisy work is 
done and the rest of the work is 
inside the shell of the new ILLDDS 
office. 

The ILLDDS is moving upstairs 
from the basement of the Cameron 
Science and Technology Library to 
meet a growing need for other uni- 


versities’ books and other materi- 
als as well as from its own. The 
need for unavailable materials is 
the result of limited purchasing 
budgets forlibrary collections, said 
Tina James, the ILLDS librarian and 
assistant to Ingles. 


“There’s a really heavy use of 
library loans... so the traffic has 
really been going up,” she said. 

James said the move will likely 
increase use of the library.

This 
sweeping conclusion would seem 
ludicrously absurd to most were it 
not the very accusation hurled by 
The Journal against the Gateway car- 
toon (“The Gateway’s blunder, Feb. 
17)! 

The Gateway cartoon is no more

For those who are unfamiliar 
with the piece of history I offer a 
quick lesson. 

Clifford Sifton was given the 
task of populating the Canadian 
West when the Liberals won the 
federal election of 1896. Since the 
task of homesteading the vast prai- 
ries did not seem attractive to the 
British-Canadians from the East, 
Sifton looked overseas. One of his 
primary targets were Galicians and 
Bukovinians from the Austro-Hun- 
garian Empire who lived in whatis 
now Ukraine. Many were poor 
peasants, often persecuted in their 
own countries and the thought of 
vilni zemli (free land) sounded 
pretty good.

Thousands sold off what little 
they had and flooded the shores of 
Canada, but when they landed they 
often found it much harder than 
expected. Starting from scratch on 
the prairies seems incomprehen- 
sible today, but that was the task of 
these people who did not speak 
English and already faced culture 
shock. 


There was no possible justification 
for the the taking of innocent men, 
and often entire families, away 


from their homes and livelihood 
and locking them in forced labour 
camps across Canada. 


To make things worse the Ukrai- 
nians often faced racism. In James 
S. Woodsworth’s 1909 book Strang- 
ers Within Our Gates the recent 
immigrants were referred to as 
“dirty,” “criminal,” and “undesir- 
able.” 

When the First World War broke 
out the “problem” with Ukraini- 
ans was a concern for many. The 
Ukrainian communities kept to 
themselves, which prompted sus- 


picion and increased misunder- 
standing. 

At the outbreak of war in Eu- 
rope, an unfortunate and misun- 
derstood letter by Ruthenian 
Catholic Bishop Nicetas Budka of 
Winnipeg was issued on July 27, 
1914. He called on his fellow coun- 
trymen to assist the Fatherland 
(Austria). The fuel for the jingoistic 

fires had been stoked for the Ca- 

nadian Government. Under the 

War Measures Act the officials 

rounded up thousands of Aus- 

trian born immigrants without 
just cause. They were either 
forced to report ona regular ba- 
sis, or if they were considered 

“real” threats to Canadian sov- 

ereignty they were taken as pris- 

oners-of-war. 

In times of national crisis like 
war it is encouraging to know that 
we can look to the state for protec- 
tion. However, in the case of the 
Austrian-Ukrainians, the approach 
used by the state was unnecessary, 
unmitigated racism. 

There was no possible justifica- 
tion forthe taking ofinnocent men, 
and often entire families, away 
from their homes and livelihood 
and locking them in forced labour 
campsacross the country. Themen 


at Castle Mountain in Banff were 
responsible for building the high- 
way, golf course, and many other 
parts of the Banff townsite. Times 
were toughin the campsand many 
men went hungry in the tough 
working conditions. Others went 
insane or became embittered be- 
cause they could not understand 
why their freedom had been taken 
away without just cause. 

Now the Ukrainian community 
wants an interpretive centre and 
historical marker at the Castle 
Mountain camp. The government 
says that it is not of historical sig- 
nificance. In other words, they 
refuse to admit their mistakes. So 
the next time you travel down the 
paved highway between Banff and 
Lake Louise or tee off at the Banff 
Springs golf course, remember how 
and why these things were built, 
because the politicians obviously 
choose toignore unpleasant events 
in our history. 

History, no matter how painful, 
can’t be ignored. The future gen- 
erations of Ukrainians and other 
Canadians need to know just how 
fragile freedom can be to ensure 
that the future leaders are not al- 
lowed to make the same mistake 
again.

recent examples. The March Sat- 
urday Night contained an article 
on Deborah Coyne describing 
how the Canadian media down- 
graded the political and intellec- 
tual contribution of one of 
Canada’s brightest individuals 
because of her personal life.

Ramseys Soul Revival, a young funk band 
from Edmonton, opened Saturday’s TPOH 
show at Dinwoodie.

lue Trumpeter, the new play on the 
Myer Horowitz stage, is a reveal- 
ing look into the chaotic world of 
schizophrenia. 

Two of the major characters have the dis- 
ease, whichis thought tobe a result of chemi- 
cal imbalances in the brain. Chris (played by 
Brian Marler), is living a relatively normal 
life for the time being, attempting to live 
independently for the first time in his life. 
Tara (Kimberley Parrott), on the other hand, 
is having severe delusions and is utterly 
confused when we are first introduced to 
her. Both are trying to cope with a disease 
that strikes unexpectedly. 

This play contains many messages about 
social change. First, it asks for community 
acceptance of people with mental illnesses, 
many of whom end up living on the streets 
because government supportis lacking. The 
play also highlights some of society’s social 
ills like the treatment of homosexuals, rape, 


traditional family institutions, government 
bureaucracy, and the institutionalization of 
people with illnesses. 


But don’t think Blue Trumpeter is all mes- | 


sage and no entertainment. There are lots of 
light moments, and the audience definitely

“All the (Pandas) teams did very 
well this year and that’s good for 
the university,” said Jones, the 
leader of the field hockey team 
which finished witha bronze medal 
at nationals. “Since it was such a 
great year it makes this award even 
more special because everybody 
was very deserving of the award.” 

All of the five finalists for the 
award were key elements to their 
teams’ success this past season. The 
other three nomineeswere Tracie 
Wilkie from basketball, Deb Dyson 
from the silver medalist volleyball 
team, and last year’s Bakewell win- 
ner, Janine Wood, from soccer. 


the CWUAA in defensive scoring. 
Then he was selected Canada West 
MVP. 

Then he won the Sullivan Award 
as Most Outstanding Player in the 
CIAU. 

Now another honour has been 
bestowed on the somewhat re- 
served francophone who wears his 
heart on his sleeve. 

He won the Wilson Challenge 
Trophy, given to the top male ath- 
lete at the University of Alberta. 

“They breed winners here,” said 
Lajoie, who scored 39 points in 28 
regular-season games for Alberta 
as the Bears advanced to the CIAU 
nationals for the fourth time in five 
seasons. “A lot of credit for this 
award has to go to our coaches. 
They don’tjust teach hockey. They 
also teach a lot about life.” 

Lajoie, 24, was only the third 
defenceman in the history of the 
Sullivan Award to win. 

“Tm not going to take full credit 
for the season I’vehad,” said Lajoie, 
who dislikes the light being shone 
on him. “I keep saying that I have 


the utmost respect for coach (Bill) 
Moores and he is one of the big 
reasons I’ve got the level where I’m 
at,” Lajoie said. 

“I’m not used to getting recogni- 
tionand I’m wondering what tosay 
about it.” 

After winning his third trophy of 
the season Serge Lajoie doesn’tneed 
to say much because the hardware 
speaks for him.

Ithought that there wasa great deal 
of deserving candidates out there,” 
said Gaudin who won two medals 
at this year’s nationals, and has won 
22 CIAU medals in her five-year 
career. “All of the candidates had 
pretty good track records. It must 
have been pretty hard for them to 
choose.” 

Indeed the decision must have 
been a difficult one. But the indi- 
vidual and team accomplishments 
of Gaudin and Jones this year were 
certainly impressive. 

Jones came back to the Pandas 
program in 1992 after taking a year 
off to compete with the Canadian 
Olympicteam in Barcelona. The 22- 
year-old physics major stepped 
back into the line-up and took ona 
leadership role with a young Pan- 
das team. 


“I definitely had a leadership role 
this year because people looked up 
tome since] competed internation- 
ally,” said Jones, also a CIAU All- 
Canadianand Academic All-Cana- 
dian in 1992-1993. 

Coming off a 1-7 record in 1991- 
1992, the field hockey team received 
a wild-card berth into this seasons 
nationals with a 3-5-4 regular sea- 
son record. Led by Jones’ two goals 
versus the University of Toronto in 
the bronze medal match, the Pan- 
das scored a 3-0 victory to capture 
the University of Alberta’s first field 
hockey medal. 

For Gaudin the Bakewell honour 
is more of a tribute to an outstand- 
ing five seasons in the pool.

The University of Alberta volley- 
ball program had an outstanding 
yearin 1992-1993 withasilver medal 
at the Nationals for the Pandas and 
a fifth place national finish for the 
Golden Bears.

Upstart Bears finish second in conference; fifth best I in nation

With another varsity volleyball 
season completed let’s take time 
out to puta successful and eventful 
season into perspective. 

Despite losing five starters from 
last year’s team, second-year 
Golden Bears coach Terry Danyluk 
managed to push his young recruits 
to the height of their ability. With 
nine new players on the 1992-1993 
Golden Bears, including two rook- 
ies who started, the Bears were one 
of the youngest teams in the coun- 
try and arguably one of the deepest 
in terms of talent. 

“This is a great group of guys,” 
said Danyluk. “They are all very 
supportive of each other and they 
care a lot. Our goal was to be in the 
top four at nationals and we came 
up just short. 

“We worked a lot on team play 
and understanding the game.” 

The Bears are losing three veter- 
ans this season butshould maintain 
their strong nucleus on next year’s 
roster. Leaving the program are 
fifth-year middles Dale Johns and 
Oliver Semonis, along with setter 
Peter Kallis. Although these three 
players saw limited time on the 


court this season, it is their leader- 
ship and experience which will be 
missed. 

“We're losing three character 
guys and those holes will have tobe 
filled by the younger guys on the 
team, like Talbot (Walton) and Ja- 
son (Shenkariuk),” Danyluk said. 

The Bears finished 1992-1993 sec- 
ond in the Canada West and fifthin 
Canada. The return of five of the six 
starters from last season will make 
the transition into next season 
easier, and should produce some 
quick dividends. 

“We’'llbe way ahead of where we 
started last year. The guys have 
been to nationals now and they 
know whatit takes,” Danyluksaid, 
“With Mike (Schipper) and Talbot 
back in the middle, and Greg 
(Hansen), Clay (Miles) and Jason 
back at power we have a good 
nucleus to start with. Add in Chad 
(Hatela) and Doug (Bruce’s) setting 
and we _ go from there.” 
Bruce went from playing middle to 
switching to set this season and 
being named Canada West Rookie 
of the Yearand University of Alberta 
Rookie of the Year. 

The Bears appear to have plenty 


of depth and every position, which 
will make for stiff competition on 
the floor. There is no question 
Danyluk has his hands full as 1992- 
1993 approaches—which is an en- 
viable position to be in. 

“Now that Doug knows what he 
is doing, and has a year under his 
belt, our offence will be much more 
effective next season,” Danyluk 
said. “My goal for next year is to 
bring in several different systems
